means for authenticating a digital record including means for comparing said first 
digital physician signature integrated in said digital record to said second digital 
physician signature retrieved from the physician signature database, and 

means for outputting said retrieved digital records.

15 (currently amendedfThe computer system of claim 13 wherein simultaneous 
with converting said medical records a first digital physician signature is assigned and 
embedded into said medical reocrds. 

16 (currently amended) The computer system of claim 1 13 wherein a priority 
code is assigned to th e said digital records based on the clinical significance of the 
record, severity of condition and relevance to providing medical treatment to the 
user/patient. 
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17 (currently amended) The computer system of claim 4 13 wherein th e said 
digital records, with said ass i gnod un i qu e patient identifier and said w ique -first d igital 
physician signature , and prior i ty code, are stored in a data storag e d e vic e system 
database . 

18 (currently amended) The computer system of claim 4 13 wherein a request 
may be entered to retrieve p a ti e nt said medical records and other system information 
using th e un i qu e al ph a num e r i ca l said p atient identifier or other records identification 
means. 

19 (currently amended) The computer system of claim 4 13 wherein a request 
may be entered to retrieve p a t ie nt said m edical records and other system information 
using th e said digital physician signature i d e nt i fi e r or other records identification means. 

20 (currently amended) The computer system of claim 4 13 wherein pat ie nt said 
medical records and other information may be retrieved if th e uniqu e a l pha num e rica l 
said p atient identifier entered with the retrieval request matches a stored database of 
reference patient identifiers.
